FAIR. 


Columbus, Jan. 14.—Senator Hanna 
and tho members of the legislature have 
gone home, but all will return by Tues­ 
day next. The leaden on both sides are 
still hen' preparing for another fight 
next week. 
The opposition to Hanna was defeated 
in his election, but it proposes to fight 
now against him being seated for the 
long term. 
His enemies say they have 
not the time to interfere on the short 
term, but they will press the bribery 
charges, as such charges were pressed 
on Henry B. Payne, 14 years ago, to the 
VTided States senate. Subpoenas have 
been issued for Senator Hanna, Major 
Dick, W. D. Hollenbeck, H. H. Boyce 
and others to appear before the senate 
committee next Tuesday night. 
Libel suits have been brought against 
several Republican newspapers for dam­ 
ages in connection with the bribenr 
charges, notably one by T. C. Campbell 
for $100,000 against the Ohio State Jour­ 
nal. 
Among the managers for 
Senator 
Hanna who is still hero, and will re­ 
main till the investigation is completed, 
is Hon. E. G. Rathbone, who says he 
wants the bribery investigation pushed 
to the last ditch. 
He says those who 
were in that business are raising the cry 
against others, and that the investiga­ 
tion will show who is guilty and who is 
being persecuted and as well as slan­ 
dered. 
W hile the senate committee, of which 
Senator Burke is chairman, has begun 
the investigation, the house committee 
will not be appointed till next Tuesday. 
The Otis resolution was adopted in the 
house yesterday, but Speaker Mason 
wanted time for the selection of the 
five men to do the investigating. 
As 
Speaker Mason is anticipating an at­ 
tempt to oust him, he is disposed to 
confer with the members before naming 
the house committee. In the standing 
committees 
announced 
by 
Speaker 
Mason it was seen that he gave the Re­ 
publicans, who voted for Hanna, good 
places. 
But it is said that the latter 
will not accept the olive branch and a 
majority has signed a document to oust 
Mason and the other officers. Speaker 
Mason has never missed a moment out 
of his chair during the sessions of the 
past two weeks. 
As Sjieaker Pro Tem. Griffith is now 
with the Hanna members, Mason knows 
that in his absence, a resolution would 
be offered and adopted to reorganize the 
house. 
As Mason will refuse to recog­ 
nize anyone offering such a resolution 
there are those who expect violence in 
the house before the proposed reorgani­ 
zation is effected. 
Mason was very ar­ 
bitrary in his rulings yesterday, and the 
Republican members are really to resort 
to desperate efforts next week for re­ 
organization. As the fusion Republican 
members from Cincinnati were assured 
of support on the Republican side for 
certain bills for the reorganization of 
their city, their support, with the ex­ 
ception of Otis, is counted on in displac­ 
ing Mason. Tile Democratic side is de­ 
pended on to support the Cincinnati 
bills in any eve nt.

The legislative com m ittees, which w ill 
work from trade organisations in the 
lobbies of the legislative halls this ses- 
iion.will be larger than those of the past. 
At the request of the legislative commit- 
fc* from the Ohio Federation of Labor. 
each organisation in this city has selected 
a committee of seven members to assist 
in the work of lobbying for favorable 
Measures and opposing others. This oint 
aommittee will com ber about 200 men. 
all the time watching the legislature in 
the interest of labor. 
Probably the greatest fight for labor 
legislation will be to obtain the passage 
•f a good act that w ill replace the me* 
•tonics’ lien law w hich was declared un* 
constitutional. 
All building trades are 
interested in this, and allied interests 
will also take a hand. 
Already bills have been introduced to 
better the condition of workshops and 
factories, aud Representative Roberts, 
ct Cleveland, has presented a bill to reg­ 
im e and license stationary engineers. 
Another bill is to abolish the contract 
system in street im provem ents and make 
eight hours a day’s labor on public work. 
Then the barbers of the state have pre­ 
pared a bill providing that all tonsorinl- 
tots must pass an exam ination before a 
state board and obtain a license. 
This 
is intended to do aw ay w ith so-called 
“barber schools” and cheap shops that 
•re generally unclean. 
The qa°stion of convict labor w ill 
some up from several sources and an 
effort will be made to reduce the com ­ 
petition with free workers. 
The miners 
will ask for some r e lie f: the tailors w ill 
again try to compel m anufacturers of 
shoddy clothing to so label their goods, 
»nd the printers w ill endeavor to have a 
•tate printing plant established. 
Legislation mentioned is already in 
•onrseof preparation at the capitol and 
there are undoubtedly other beneficial 
laws that will appear later. 
The labor 
leaders will have plenty to keep them 
lasy this winter, and it is to be hoped 
that their work will not be tainted w ith 
■caudal, as were some of the efforts

The pottery trade suffered severely in 
the industrial depression, for it had to 
contend with the foreign competition 
induced by the lower duties of the W il­ 
ton bill, as well as w ith the unfavorable 
conditions which beset business of all 


sorts. The D in g le y bill recognized the 
injustice of the Wilson pottery duties, 
md raised them to a point which permits 
living wages to the potters. The work­ 
men, who are receiving from \2% to 14 \i 
per cent more wages than were paid in 
the last three years, are in position to 
appnciatea practical application of the 
doctrine of protection to American in­ 
dustries.”

Count De Mun interpolated the gov 
eminent, which brought out the pre­ 
mier’s statement that Zola would be 
prosecuted. 
The novelist all along has declared 
that Captain Dreyfus, accused of sell­ 
ing military secrets ti* tie- German gov­ 
ernment, and now suffering imprison­ 
ment, was not guilty. It has been al­ 
legri that Esterhazy was the guilty 
man. Tho clearing of Esterhazy brought 
forth Zola’s letter.

Probably the greatest fight for labor 
legislation will be to obtain the passage

Then the barbers of the state have pre­ 
pared a bill providing th at all tonsorial-

“barber schools*' and cheap shops th at 
•re generally unclean. 
The question of convict labor will 
•erne np from several sources and an 
effort will be made to reduce the com­ 
petition with free workers. 
T he miners 
will ask for some re lie f; the tailors will 
again try to compel m anufacturer* of 
shoddy clothing to so label th eir goods, 
and the printers will endeavor to have a 
Mate printing plant established. 
Legislation mentioned is already in 


sodom* of preparation at the capitol and 
there are undoubtedly other beneficial 
laws that will appear later.
